Fenvow-Cirizess: It is many yenrs
sineo 1 belonged to any political par-
ly. A new generation of men has
risen up, and the condition of the
country has been constantly changing
for a long time, Slowly and gradually,
but still ehanging, requiving amodi-
fied policy in Government, in Adwin-
istration, if not in principle.

s 5ir, they must fivst mareh over my
dead body."  That, said I would avail
us little. It would be no satistuction
Lo your couiitry to know that they lost
not only their eapital, but with it
their ablest General.  What military
foree have you to repel an attack, il
made?  “Niv," suid he, #1 have thirty
five murines, nnd thatisall, except my
own military family and the city mili-
tin."" e told me, in the course of the
conversation, that he was nware of the
dungerous condition of the eity—that
he had applied frequently and carnest-
ly to the Seerotary of War, but to no
purpose, 1 told him I thought the
Seerotary of Wur not rehiable—that
the country looked to fum, the Genu.
